CTSfTS LEADING UP TO INTERVIEW VetTH BROTHMAN AND MOSKQATTZ MA Y l5, 1950 

At approximately 12:li5 p.®« o n Ma Y ^5, 1950, SAS JOHN M. COU.IAS, 
THOMAS H. ZOELLER, RALPH F. MILLER and JOHN R. MURPHY arrived at BROTffiAN s 
office on the twelfth floor of the Chatham-Phenix Building, : 92 ? kl f .^av of 
Long Island Citv. At that same time, BROTHKAN was standing in the doorway of 
hif drafting room talking to BERNARD PI CTO, a business associate,^ was 
then standing in the hallway. SA MURPHY identified himself to BROTHS* as 
BROTHMAN stepped back into hi? drafting room. This identification was made 

out of earshot of FIDTO. 

BROTHMAN was informed that the agents desired to speak to him and 
his business partner, MIRIAM MOSKCKYITZ, on a matter eating the national 
defense of the United States. At this moment, MOShCMTZ was in the ^ adjoimn^ 
room which has -typewriters and desks in it and is actually the BR01HMAN 
business office. BROTBL'.N's first reaction to the request was to stat. h. 
had an urgent business appointment at 1:00 p.m. iu CliffwooU, New Jersey. 

It was pointed out that it was then 12:li5 p.®* and tha. Aiffwood was .ome 
thirty to forty miles from New York City and that be eoula not possibly make 
the appointment. He insisted, however, that he had to get- down thc.c to 
conduct a complicated chemical operation. 

It is also to be noted that BROTHMAN, immediately upon being in- 
formed of the identity of the agents, became extremely agitated. 

At about this point in the conversation with BROTtMAN, MOShOtflTZ 
strode into the room in a challenging fashion wanting to know what th^s was 
all about. She too was informed of the purpose of the agent s vi sit and of 
the fact that the agents desired to speak to her. Her reaction was to launch 
-into a tirade, announcing loudly that Mr. BROTHKAN was a very S 
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that he had no U..e to spare Cor the agoits. She then askadBOTHMAhlf It 
would not be a good idea to contact their attorney, Vr. HAMILTON o. Mr. 

KIERNAN. BROTHMAN said that this should be done. tfOSKGV/ITZ did this, but 
neither HAMILTON nor K TERM AN was then available, however, at about 1.U0 p.m. 
HAMILTON returned the call. . 

BROTHMAN took the call and asked SA JOHN 11. COLLINS to pick up the 
telephone extension after he, BROTKMAN, had explained that agents jjere there 
and desired to talk to him on a matter affecting the national defense. SA 
COLLINS then picked up the extension and informed HAMILTON, as BRGTHW listened,, 
that the agents desired to speak to Mr. BEOTHMAN and Miss MOFKO.VTTZ on a matter 
connected with the investigation of EMIT ULIHO KLAUS FUCHS .HAMILTON rnfonae 
Ai'ent COLLINS as BROTHKAN listened, that his advice to Mr. EROTHUAN would be 
that he should furnish any and all information in his possession which might 
assist the Bureau, and to answer any and all questions truthfully and to he 
best of his knowledge. BRCTHMAN * s business situation at the moment was briefly 
discussed and arrangements were made then to see Mr. BR0Tn,;AN and Miss 
MOSKOSfTTZ at the New York off ice "at 6:00 p.m. that evening with H/L-uLTON 
present. However, as it later developed, BROTHTAN and NCSKOWITZ .vent to see 
HAWLTON prior to 6:00 p.m., and on his advice came to the office unaccompanied 
by HAMILTON, but with instructions from him to cooperate fully with i.*e Bureau. 

BROTKMAN and NOSKOfflTZ arrived at the New York office at about 6:25 
p.m. on May 15, 1 950. Prior to the time that the interviews with BROTHMAN 
and MOSKOaiTZ were actually begun, BROTHMAN reasserted his urgent bust e ® 
commitments for that particular day, stating that it was absolutely imp^rati e 
for him to travel to Cliffwood, New Jersey, that evening after the interviews 
would be concluded in order to initiate this chemical operation. He asked 
that if at all possible consideration be given by Ue agents xu thi. 1 egard 
in order that he could meet this consai tm-int and thus possibly snve hi-.isel . 
and other individuals involved financially in the operation some money. 

It was there that BROTHMAN and VOSKCWITZ raid they wanted to coop- 
erate fully with the Bureau and that they would attempt to answer to the best . 
of their knowledge all questions put to them. It was thereupon tentative y 
agreed that if possible, the interviews would be terminated at about o:QO p.m. 
in order to allow BROTHMAN to conduct his business. 

The interview with BROTHMAN was begun at 6:35 ?-*• ;uid continued 
until 3:25 p.m. BROTHMAN and KOPKOWITZ left the. Its* York office at .8:30 p.m., 
presumably to go to Cliffwood, New Jersey, as th^y had previously indicated.
